W a r Arouse Suspicion of the

London, Get. 0.—Rev. 
Albert 
A. 


Williams, pastor of the Maverick Con­ 
gregational church of 
Boston, 
has 
reached London after arrest aud im­ 
prisonment in Brussels at the hands 
of the German military authorities on 
the charge of being an English spy 
and with trying to buy information 
concerning the movement of German 
troops. 
Notes made by Mr. Williams in a 
French dictionary for a sermon on 
the horrors of w ar fell into the hands 
of the Germans when he was arrest­ 
ed. 
A German lieutenant held that 
they constituted code messages be­ 
cause 
of 
the 
abbreviated form in 
which they had been put down. 
Mr. Williams was arrested at the 
Metropole hotel in Brussels and taken 
to German military headquarters. He 
was held along with thirty other pris­ 
oners, 
mostly 
Belgians, 
and 
put 
through a very drastic examination. 
He was not permitted to communicate 
with Brand Whitlock, the American 
minister in Brussels. 
Finally he per­ 
suaded a German student th at he was 
not a spy and he managed to get a 
letter to Mr. Whitlock, who brought 
about his release. 
Mr. Williams says th at during the 
two days of his imprisonment he and 
the other men locked up with him 
were denounced by the Germans as 
pigs and showered with oaths in an 
effort to frighten them. 
The Belgian 
prisoners regarded Williams 
as 
a 
friend, but they all were reluctant to 
talk, as they feared the Germans had 
spies among them. 
The American embassy in London 
has received a large number of let­ 
ters from American consuls iii Ger­ 
man cities concerning 
British sub­ 
jects in Germany’. 
The consuls at 
Stettin, Danzig and Colberg reported 
tHat Englishmen 
who 
had 
visited 
these cities had been well treated 
and that some of them desired to re­ 
main throughout the war. 
Mail com­ 
munication by’ private individuals is 
impossible, 
but 
inquiries 
made 
through American sources show that 
English noncombatants 
are 
univer­ 
sally well treated in Germany.

Are You Sure of Your 


Q-— W ill you kindly explain the 22nd 
and 23rd verses of the 16th chapter of 
Leviticus which 
refer to Lazarus as 
going to A b r a h a m ’s bosom and the rich 
man to hell. 
D id the rich m an go to a 
hell of torm ent and did Lazaru s go to 
heaven? 
(R. S.) 
Answer.—In making a study of any 
literature it is absolutely necessary 
to bear in mind that language is some­ 
times used literally and often figura­ 
tively. 
Oriental literature has always 
abounded iii pictorial language and 
the parable here given is an excellent 
illustration of such use. 
We are not 
to suppose that Lazarus actually went 
to Abraham’s bosom, indeed there is 
no reason to suppose that our Master 
was here telling us of an actual oc­ 
tal *t ; nee. 
None of those who heard 
II ini would for a moment have sup 
pos^Ji that Lazarus had gone to heaven 
for.ihey had never had the idea that 
A b th a in was iii heaven. As no heav­ 
enly promise had been given prior to 
Jesus’ advent, they were quite prepared 
to agree with Him when lie said that 
“No man hath ascended into heaven” 
(John 3:1 J). 
We must look fur some 
other explanation 
of 
His meaning 
when He speaks of Abraham’s bosom. 
Similarly, His hearers had no thought 
of a fire of torment. 
The Greek word 
“hades” 
here 
used, 
and translated 
“hell,” meant to their minds merely 
the death state. 
A very ingenious in 
terpretation of this parable, which we 
could not give in full for lack of 
space, suggests that the Jewish Na­ 
tion ricli in Divine promises, represent­ 
ed by the rich man. died to these hope* 
at the same time that the Gentiles, 
represented by the poor man, were 
raised to a position of favor as the 
seed of Abraham—the position now oc­ 
cupied by the Church (Galatians 3:29).

ret leal sheet metal developments, tin 
pipe and copper work and special in­ 
structions in M., Iv & T. standard 
practices, pertaining to the construc­ 
tion and maintenance of cars and lo­ 
comotives. as well as lessons in the 
successful and economic operation of 
same. 
Apprentices will be thoroughly in­ 
structed in making sketches of brok­ 
en parts and will be required to make 
drawings correcting any improper de­ 
signs. 
Apprentices showing marked 
efficiency and development will be 
promoted according to their progress. 
W. Moody bas been appointed su­ 
pervisor of apprentices and his time 
will be divided between Denison and 
Parsons. 
The apprentices 
will 
be 
grouped in classes so that each ap­ 
prentice receives two lessons of two 
hours duration per week. Apprentices 
Will lie given an opportunity to go 
through the draughting room course, 
where they learn blue printing, meth­ 
ods of tracing, etc, and advanced stu­ 
dents will be given preference for 
permanent positions in drawing room.1 
Models covering different parts of 
locomotives are now under construc­ 
tion and tables will be installed in 
the class room.
